& luſtice depoſed from her Throne; for then it 1rennes ve be 
a caſe of a common calamity & an inevitable neceſlity, put» 
ring filence untoall lawes, & berter the Nocenrt be 
then the Innocene puniſhed. 

Bur ſee,& notre (gentle Reader ) whar uſe of rhe times, & 
what an excellent advantage the Ordmary makes unto him- 
ſelf ro compaſſe his own ends{(1fay, by ti inthele trou- 
bled warers. ) For whereas in France,Spaine, Italy, and thoſe 
Countreyes where the fpiriuall ſword hath his free ſtroke 
inv all Trbunalls (f 7d & maintained fo often as is ne= 
ceſſaty with the ayde & aſſiftatce of the feculararme,) yet 
all forme of due Juſtice is punRially vbſerved. 1d vim poſe 
ſamme, quod juſtr poſſunue; -— en bars (faith 
the Law) which we may juftly doe;Bur here in this Dioceſe, 
all muſt be preſumed for the Ordinary, becauſe we live m a 
mixr people, necxeunto the State & \'agiltrate of an other 
profeſſion in Religion fromus , no juridical! procee'mg 
muſt be held ,bur that our Ecclefiaſticall Indge may 
1 Op his cenſures & puniſhments 

las ſubjets, wi calling the panes before him to

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their anſwer, without examination of their caule, watt ,uc 
convition,&c-So as what an Ordinary could not do where 
tbe Church is eſtabliſhed, & in his full ſtrength and vigour 
againſt the poorcſtPricſ of us Dioceſe beregunder prerence 
ofa perſecution, and obſtacle of a free courſe of luitice, he 
moſt caſily effeR (1 fay ) under the name & cloake of 
erſecution,more freely himſelf to perſecure;as ar this pre» 
_ for ſome yeares palt,theClergy of this Dioceſle bach 
both ſeene & felt, having endured a more bitter periecuti- 
onfrom this their Biſhop & his Friars, then from the te m- 


all Magiſtrate, divided from them in matter of 
e hereunto aſecomd advantage alſo that this Archbi 
as he ins

tel}s, He upon 

ted b rn oarc of moreitrength 
in chis Citty then men would imagine )is animated to pur- 
ſue ſuch as of late he hath undertaken , knowing 
that the lower the ballance of the deſcends,the high- 
er are the Fryars advanced;& by drivinggf the people from 
the Clergy, the more of neceihty muſt thay & wi'lchey de. 
pend onthe Friars. But this wilcdome (doubcheiMe) is not 
{pirituall,bur carnall;not from above,but earthly; fav curing, 
not of the Holy Gholt,but of ambition, of tcmporal mes, 
an 
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aud of the belly, And ſo beinga Councell, not of God, wil! 
come to nothing , though for a time (by never ſo firong a 
faction) ſupported. 

A ſecond defence of the Archbiſhops procecdings, is 
this,& which by ourFriars is much put on toor,cſpectally a- 
mong the common people: That the Biſhop is to be obeyed 
1n ali things,yea in right & wrongzas fome teach: And thall 
the foot judge the head? the fitbjeR the Magiſtrat? the ſheep 
the Prelate ? &c. : 

Tothe firlt part of this popular argument ſo much inl- 
ſed upongI anfiver,that it it be ſpoken merrily, it may pale 
fora jeſt; bur if ſcrioufly,ir is flat herefie; namely), that th= 
Biſhop in right and wrong is to be obeyed, : 

Forthe ſecond part,which thorough the perſwaſion or 
the Friars ,is in every old wifes mouth; & the ſecond word 
of every Artiſan & Tradeſman, That the ſheep are nor to ex» 
amine or queſtion the ſentence of their Pre'are; the ſubjeX 
of the Magiſtrate,I anſwer, that a!beit indeed the Interiour 

can not reverſe or corre the judgment of his Supertour, & 
much leſſe may he puniſh him for the fame (becauſe he hath 
no juriſdiction or power over him. ) Yet by the Friars good 
leave,the Inferiour may examine , may queſtion & ditcuſle 
the judgment & ſentence of his Superiour, both in his own 
& other mens caſes: yea & if the Inferiour, or Subject, doe 
hnde either by his owne learning , or by help of ſachas are 
ſeen in the knowledge & profeſſion of the Lawes,that a ſub-+ 
ordinat Prelat, ſuch as beall Archbiſhops & Biſhops (who 
are as equally {nbject ro the Canons, as the [pooreſt Prieſt } 
have not proceeded according tothe lawes of holyChurch, 
the Conſtitutions of the See Apoſtolick,the Decrees of ge+ 
nerall Councels,the ſacred Canons received,& of force inall 
Tribunals,but that ſuch ludges,whether Archbiſhops or Bi- 
ſhops have gone altray, contrary to the rules preſcribed by 
the above-mentioned Legiſlatours,all which are their ſupe- 
riours in juriſdiction, & as farre above them in power & au- 
thority, as the common people 17 Inv unto their im 


mediat 
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mediat Prelats & Paſtours. It is plaine, that in ſuchcaſe n1ci- 
ther Prieſt nor People ;is bound cither in law or conſcience 
to obey any ſich Archbiſhop, or Biſhop, or their ſentence, 
nct grounded & founded on that law , according to which 
they precilely were bound togjudge. For faith B.Aug.Ser,6, 
de Y erbis Domini. Obs duo ſuperiore rmandant oppoſe, Infs r10- 
re non eſt obedienilum ; where two Siperiours command op» - 
polite things, the Inferiour is not to be'obeyed. And S.Gre- 
gory Pope: Imperiali conftitutione ſancitum et, ut ea Que con- 
tra leges finnt non ſolum inutilia, ſed etiam pro inſet habends 
ſont: It js enacted by -Imperiall conſtitution, Thar the things 
whichare done againſtlaw,arenot only unprofitable, but'to 
be eſleemed as not done atall. Gregoy.in Regeſts, (16.7, Epiſt. 
7 and inſerted 11 the Canon, 25.4.2. 1mperials. 

How idlcly then, or rather 1gnorantly, or rather malict- 
ouſly doe our Friars teach the people,& that as confidently, 
as if jt were a point of their Catechiſmie, that none may ex- 
amine the doftrine of the Archbiſhop,or his ſentences ,as if 
he werea'god, who neither could erre in judgment,or fin in 
will, when as the law faith plainly, Now deber i parnam ſafti- 
eve Canomicam, i eujus dannatione non off prolem ſententia ca- 
nbica,1 1.9.3. He ought nar'to ſuffer a canonicall puniſh- 
tment, in whoſe condemnation a canonicall feritence 1s not 
pronounced: plainly thereby ſuppoſing that thePrelat may 
abuſe the Keyes, & crre in his cenſures. And the gloſſe upon 
the ſame cap.ſaich; $i ergo conflet tibs, quod ſontentia Indie 
eff iniqua;pores Indicis violentia refſtere. Tir appeareth mito 
thee, hat the ſentence of the Iudge' be unjuſt, thou 'arr gor 
bound to obey his violence. Which is alſo confirmed Extra 
de eAppelationibus cap Sipnificaverant, And the Angelicall 
DoRour $.7 homar whole author

ſed, yed confirmed bythe gravelt judgrnentin the Charch of 
#hathe never taught any error m Divinity, hath this 
Concluſion;2 :2.4.

And in the corps of the aforeſaid Conctution, 
he i.-luſtratech the ſame do@rine out of S.»Awg,/er 6.4e ver- 
bis Domizi, by example of the Captain, the Procoutut!, the 
Generall,and God. Where netther the Capratne againlt th, 
command of the Procorſull, nor the Procontuli againft the 
Precepr of the Generall, nor the Generall agatnit the com> 
mandof God is to be obeyed by the Subje t. Infinite are the 
Authors bothancient & moderne,which might in thiscaſe 
be produced,if i were neceſſary.Bur how-can it be tecefſa- 
ry 1oto doe, when Expericnce teacheth us ,- & weſee Cayly 
before our eyes inall Tribunals,as well Eccleſiaſticall as Ci- 
vill, ſentences upon better conſideration, at the inſtance and 
motions of the partyes & t heir learned Councell tomtimes 
reexamir.eJ,ſomuunes reverted, ſomeimes appeaied from to 
| Tribawals, ad there correfted. For it fareth not in 
Chriſtian Common-wealth+, & mu-:h lefſe 14 the Church of 
God, whuch is raked by juſt & whoifome lawes as ir doth a- 
mong Turks & Infadels,barbaroas & brorifh.rations, where 
there 15no other law bur the will, or cather theappetire of 
the Commander. And would aske onr Frides, growne {@ 
violent & imperious, rather chroggh their emleite-'e then 
their learning; To what en4 doth rhe law aKow Apneales 


fromthe 'enrence of InferiourTadges, whether they be Ec* 
cefiaiticall,or Civill,unto the me, in1 caſe it were not 
lawful for the partyes to examine theirfenrence 


accordingurito the rates 6f law, wherher bei a 
demned, they ſhouid fo reſt dveecoariel ot finding 
it othe. wiſe, ro ſeek their remedy ? I would alfo aske our 
Friars,in caſe Iadges & Magiſtrates could nor erre, to what 
end Almighty God ſo often, & fo ſeriouſly ſhog|dexhorr alt 
Judges Magiſtrares,& Rulers of the people, tq the admini®» 
ſtration of luſtice,& not to look after sewards, bur to _—_ 
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der the caſe of the Widow, Stranger, & Orphan, menacing 
ſo many heavy threats & curſes upon the heads of ſuch as 
pervert Indgment:Ye qui dicitts malum, bonum; ponentes te- 
webras lucem, lucem tenebras: Ve qui juſtificaru umpium pro 
wmuneribus, juſtitiam juſti aufertis ab eo. Elay 5. Woe beto 
you whocall evill, good; phcing darknes light, and light 
darknes. Woe be to you who jultific the wicked for res 
wards,and rob the juſt man of his luſtice. 

I would alſo demaund of our Friars, To what purpoſe ar e 
ſo many bookes of the Canon,Civill, Common, and Statare 
Law written ?. wherefore ſo many Studies, and Colledges 
of the lawes founded and ereRed, witneſle Paris, Orleance, 
Bolognia,Padus,Salamanca, and our Innes of Court of Lon- 
don,and thorough all Chritian Commonwealthes, but to 
teach both Iudge, Advocate & Client, retum diſcernere ini- 
90,to diſtinguyſh betwixt right and wrong : that Church 
or Commonwealthever belt governed , wherethe feweſt 
caſes are left unto the breſt of the Judge.alwayes preferring 
the ſilent before the ſpeaking law, as leſſe ſubjeR ro errour 
and corruption. . X :3.68 

Let then our Fryars ceaſe henceforward to teach that bar- 
barous doQtrine ambulantem in tenebru: 1 fay, that corner, or 
rather taverne dotine, which every Tradeſman, Kitchen- 
maide, and three-footcd- old trot, bave hourely in thei 
mouthes, rammed into their heads by their falſc teachers; 
That the Biſhop is to be obeyed in right and wrong,& that 
noinferiour unto him may examine or call in queſtion his 
Cenſures,Decrecs,or Iadgments, but rather let them learne 
that better leſſon of the Qrator, Amer,&@ odium,@ privatuns 
conmmodnny, ſape faciunt judicem non cogneſcere vernm, lib.x 
Rhetoricorum. AﬀcRtion, Hatred, enlacience commodity, 
makes many times a Tudge not to know the truth. And who 
knowes not;that in all ages, the world hath auch halted on 
that legge,I meane of Injuſtice « And ſome will unhappily 
ſay:that this age wherein we live, is normuch better 
her predecefiours. Xe

Now my laſt Argument in this caſe ſhall be Ad hominem: 
convincing my Adverſarics by their owne practiſe. As thus. 
If it be nor lawfull forthe Subject or Interiour toqueſti= 
on the ſentence of his Superiour:the Prieſt of the Biſhop. I 
then demand: How cams it to paſlezthat in England of late, 
our Friars doe queſtion the commaund of the Biſhop of 
Calccdon, that moſt reverend,pious,& learned Prelat, who 
was placed over the Englith Cleargy by the See Apoſto- 
licke? W heretore did the Monkes, as allo the Ignatian Fri- 
ars or Ieſuites, write diverſe bookes and treariſes againſt 
him;which bookes we have ſeenc and read ; ſurely theſe 
—_— were none of the Lord of Calcedon his Supeniours 
at 
Againe. What is the cauſe , why that libelling Friar of $. 
Fraxcs Order, (cloaking his infainous writings under the 
name of Edmunds Prſulanus, in his booke called, Examen 
Juridiewm Cenſare Pariſienſis, ) is ſo bold not onely to call 
in queſtion, but abſolutcly ro condemne the Excommunica» 
tion of the moſt Illultious Archbiſhop of Paris,publiſbed 
- ma ſuch as ſhall defend & mainta:ne the Eleven Propos 
ions, commonly called the Iriſh Propoſitions; Frſulewe 
himſclfe being bur a ſeditious Friar, and I trow none of the 
Archbiſhops Indge or Sapcriour at all. \. 
And to come neerer home: How came itto paſſe?That in 
Droghedah ſome ten yeares agoe , certaine of the Tefuites 
being excommunicated, & that by name by lames Plonkgs, 
then ( onſervator [uri for the Francitcans : And certaine of 
the Franciſcans on the other fide, excommunicated by an 0- 
ther lndge, ar the procurement of the leſuites; neither one 
or other yeelded obedience to the aforclaid Excommunie 
cations, bur both ſtood itiffely in defence of their owne 0- 
Pinions,exclayming againſt, and condem:11g each other 1n 
publicke S.rmons, - to the great ſcandall & diizdification of 
all good Catholiques : And yet neither was the Franciſcan, 
or Ignatian Friars Superiours unto thoſe Prelats , who for 


their lakes. fulminatcd thoſe Cenſures, 
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 - Andtaſtly tocome home,& unto our owne doores: What 


- exotbitunly & 2 omelonlly, hath proceeded by pu 


fay you gentle Friars unto this late example, & now in the 
.muurh of every one,as well Proreſtant,as Catholicke, 1 fay, 
of our Archbiſhop of Dublin, T bom Flemming, altis 8 ar. 
well, Friar of the Order of $. Francs, who flands at this day 
excommunicated,yea Excommunicatus nominatim, & denun- 
ciarns, Excommunicated by name,& denounced;& the lame 
by a Papall Excommunicartion,legally,& tor molt jult cautes 
publiſhed againſt him; & he not able rogive any reaſon ci- 
ther of che lujuſtice or Invalidity thereof, remaines obſti- 
nately diſobedi-nt , unto the See Apoſtolicke, rothe great 
all & diſzdification of all Cathelickes , not onely of 

this Dioceſſe,& Kingdome, but thorough the whole Cheri. 
ſtim World. Seas he who moſt injuſtly, &c to all 
courſe of law centred others, hi is faſt bow:d in the 
tyes of an © x communication, & thar from the See of Rome: 
Soas it may trucly be faid of him : Incidib in laqnenm quent 
ferit,& ſuper capar 1pfine deſcendet iniquitas e3u8 . He is talne 
into the Pit 5 CE and upon tus head 
fh:l his iniquity deſcend. Pal. 7. ice 
Toconclade then this point,and ſummarily rolay roges- 
ther what hath more largely beene diſcourſcd . I fay 
much as the Archbiſhop our Ordinary harh noe troden in 
the ſteps of rhe ancient Fathers, nor obſcrred fach Rules ag 
the ſacred Canons, Councells and Decrces: of the acclene 
have prefcribed to him, and all other Indges agtheir lpufa(l] 
Superiours,as in all orher their Coort proceedings; 10 in a- 
warding their ſenterces & eenſures, but that the faid Lord 
Archb. tn the caſe of the aforenamed Priefts, moft illegaity, 


his fentenee 1n rH firſt place, which oughreobe in che faſt, 
having omirred not onely G/emwmia jars, but effentidia juris, 
ret onely the ſo!ermmiries of the law, bat even the very life, 
pithand cfence there; As firſts lawfull citation or caita) 
emtorhcir an' wer, the examinarion and probativiy of caul; 


againſt them:neither hath,as the law requireth, my" 
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munication in hearing the Maſles of theſe two R. Pricſts, 
but onely (as hath beene ſaid) in aniver/a/:,in generall,& in 
the aircyto wit,diſobediznce not individuated ; they there- 
fore except againſt his proceedings as moſtillegall, &cor- 
rapt:& conhdently avouch, that the aforelatd centure of Ex+ 
communication is nul jrr5m,of invalida; voyde,mnvalid,s 
of no force,& {ſoto be held &cltecmed of all. And{uch Re- 
gulars, whether they be Monkes,or Mendicants,which(like 
unto £pbraim againlt Manaſes,& Manaſſes again!t Ephrain, 
but both again(t Indah ) doclaboiur to extinguiſh the Clear- 
8y,& to draw unto themſelves as well the dependance and 
countenance of the people,as rheir purſes; & to that end do 
reach the Laity,that they ought to make great ſcruple of 
theaforeſaid Excommunication. They arc:talfecreachers, & 
of the number of them, of whom the Apoſtle ſpeaketh unto 
T4346. 1. qu: wniverſu domos ſubyertunt Avcentes qua non opor- 
tet,turpis ncrs gratis; who fubvert whole houſes, teaching 
ſuch things as they oughe not, for filthy lucres ſake. For the 
Citizens can well witnefle with us , that they run from 
houſe to houſe, molt lediriouſly incenfing , and ſetting the 
people againſt us,not regarding jultice,or injuſtice, but what 
may beſt ſerve for the ereing of their fo long deſired a 
Monarchy. And with ſuch dilagencedoetheſe apply their 
bufineſſe 1n this marrer of the ceuſureabufing the ignorance 
& credulity of the Laity , -as if they cannordraw the good 
man of the houſe unto their ſtraine, then rhey betake rhem- 
ſelves unto the good-wife, from her anto thechildren, Ap- 
prentiſes and ſervants, not ceafing till they have put 
whole family inco a combuſtion &, broyles one with ano- 
ther. Whilewe in the 'meane time with patience have en- 
dured all the wrongs & injuries of theſe thei: ſeducements? 
yea till wich their importunity, and many a falſe corner lye, 
they have made us as odious unto the people, as any malc'a- 
Qours. For what cannot ſacha multitude pe:ſwade? Knl- 
men to theſe, goſlips tothoſe, matching the(c couples, bring- 
ng 
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ing cuſtome to that ſhop, giving here the Scapulare , uners 
the cord,aſcribing ſuch vertue & proteRion unto them, as 
holy Church never taughr,nay attributing ſuch grace & me- 
rit unto one Saturſdayes Faſt, after they hcare & rake notice 
of the death of acertaine Spaniſh Nun,called Z»sſa,as more 
can not be aſcribed unto the Paſſion of our Saviour Chriſt; 
well worthy to be ſwayled with faggots in the Inquiſition, 
for ſuch > a7 dofrine. But of this point, if God ſpare 
melife,theſe {educers ſhall heare more from me ere longs

7 OW then having anſwered unto ſuch poore 
ſhifts & lilly excules as the Cordiliers,& the reſt 
of the Friars make for the Ordinary . I will pro- 
ceed to a third Argument or Reaſon ', diſabling 
the aforeſaid cenſure of Excommunication:as thus. 

Such a fault as could not have beene forbidden unto the 
Prieſts, as principalls uader paine of Excommunication, 
much leſſe could have bin inhibited the people,as acceſlary 
and participating with them in the ſame fault, under paine 
of Excommunication. But 

Diſobcdience could not have beene forbidden the Prieſts 
themſelves under paine of Exconymunication- 

Ergo,neither unto the people. 

The Major of this Syllogiſme,isthat rule of the law, Regs- 
la 41. Acceſſorinm ſequitur naturam principabs; The Acceſlo- 
ry followes the nature of the principall. To make it famili- 
ar by an example,of which every one may be capable. If an 
Vſurer be not puniſhable by the law, ncather then rhe Broa« 
ker,or the Clarke that drawes the Bonds of the ulurarious 
contra or bargaie. 

As for the Ifinor, That Diſobedience it ſelfe could not 
have becne forbidden the Priefts under any cenſure is mn 
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feſt by this. Firſt (as hath bin often ſaid,) That Diſobedi- 


ence is a generall vice, ſpreading itſelf into many branches, 
as a river dividing his {treames into many brookes, And (e- 
condly” ' for that Diſobedience may fall upon a matter ſo 
light and triviall, as willnot beare the burden of fo great a 
cenſure.For let me aske our Scotilts, W hether the Archbi- 
_ can inhibit & forbid the Inhabitants of his Diocelle, 
er paine of Exconumunication,nevcr to commit any 11. 
The thing is ſo manifeſt; that he can not,as till it be aihrmed 
chat he may,]I will ſpare any further diſcourſe about it, It 
remaineth then, that fotſomuch as the people could not be 
excommunicated for the Prieſts diſobedience,it nuſbnece(- 
farily follow,” That the Excommunication falls upon them 
only for being preſent at their Maſſes ; which how well it 
ſorts with'my Zord Archb.profeſſionto infli, 1 leave to 
confideration, | |

Y fourth reaſon manifeſting not only the Inju- 
ſtice, but the Nullity & Invalidity of the aforc- 
DAY ts aid Excommunication awarded againſt the 

EASE Zyric,in the calc of hearing thoſe two R.Puicits 
their Maſſes, ſhall be this, which for brevities ſake, I will 
conclude in this Syllogiſme. 

An Excommunication inflicted for a vert uous a, con- 
eaines an intollerable crrour, & ſo by the ſecond principle is 
molt tnjuſt and invalid. 

Bur to be preſent at the adminiſtration of Sacraments by 
Prieſts,who are free of all canonicall cenlures, is a vertuous 


Therefore an Excommunication fulminated againſt ſuch 
&s be preſent therear, is noe onely voyde of force, but alſo 
wicked.

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For declaration of the CIinor at is to beunderſoed, That 
{o long as the Priclts areuncenſuced , they are ſuppoſed by 
the Church as men allowed , ro whom all may have acccfice 
in the adminiſtration of the Sacraments. For when the 
Church holdes itnor fafe for G—_ Lo communicate 
with their Prieſts, or Paſtours,w ſhops, or Curares, 
or any other who have lawfull ordinarivn,& juritdiction, it 
beginnes (as is moſt reafonable ) fret with the headyro cure 
the maladyes & diſeaſes thereof, with the medicinablc bal- 
ſamon of the Cenfares. {For the Crntyres of Church 
ought to be medicinable,& not vindicative, ated for neec= 
lity,& ſerviceable ro tre Piery,& not toſiniſter ends 2.9.2, 
mwult4.34-4.3-) Sons if the ator or Prieſt be not (ufpen-= 
ded, benor excommunicaed, be not merdifted , norche 
ſame publiſhed unto the wich rhe pareicw- 
lar cauſe of ſuch cenſure, in the ſentence of the Prelar | 
ſed,& mentioned.It is to be nnderſtood, that by the Church 
he is tollerar ed,neither can the people be cenſured for parti- 
cipating with him,cither in divine, or Civill ations. I ſay, 
ſo long as himſelf is norcenſured; For rviltuſtrace chis by 
a familiar example.Te!l me, would it not be thoghr a ſtrange 
reckning, lf the _— _ forbid under ſome heavy fires 
that none ſhoa!d frequen or buy-& fell, wich ſach 
aderchnt i te Hh: rey he 1aid Merchanc neither pu» 
niſhed,ot puniſhable oy es deh&, or faulr committed. I 
wow it kt beſo hetd. (gemle Rrader) if chouwper- 
uſe the Cenſure of the Archbiſhop, fredown mthe 
ning ofthis Tecatife, you ſhall | no cenſure-\eall inf) ed 
upon the Priefts, ſoas they (forany untothe 
contrary)may lawfully ſay Maſſe: Aliyerchbortnta under 
pain communication may not be prefenratthe fame:

For example, give a convent of 
Fryars,though but of 20,perſons , five hundred potnds in 
almes this day ( whichis a faire proportion.) you ſhall ſee 
them to morrow as induſtrious in begging, as if you had 
givea them but ten ſhillings . For even as Hawkes halfe 
orged are more eager of prey , thentheſe which are kept 
ne,{o farcthit with the Mendicants, who looke not 10 
much to what they have allready gottengas what they have 
not yet obtained, nor what for the preſent they enjoy, as 
what in time they may come to want.

the Friar divulges among the pe np ney r ns huwſelf,or 
ſuch another Friar ofhis Or lid propbeclie ſuch things to 
befall them: As likewiſe if any of their Benefatours receive 
any temporall blefſing,profit, or emolument more then Or- 
dinary,it ſhall be impured either to the prayers, or prophe- 
ticall preditions of ſome Friar , as if GOD Almighty 
would keepnothing ſecret from them,noxdiſpo'e eithgrof 
his bleſſings or puniſhments, but by thejr-miviſtery and di- 
ſpenſation. And among other of their prophelies, there is 
none ſtronger among the Friar Minors , then that in this 
Kingdome, the Church 'ſhall one day be ruled by their Or- 
der,which poopheic they well weened(about fixe yeares a- 
gone) had bin fulfilled, whe) as (of the foure Asiplulbops) 
thiee of them at one time were Franciſcans; namely Hug 
Cavall of Armagh, Tho. Flemming of Dublin , Florence 
of Tume ; but two of them being ſoone after called out” 
of this life, did fruſtrate their expeRation for that time, As 
for their prophelies of the fares & deſtinyes of ſuch as op- 
poſe themſclves unto their vices, (of whom among others, 
ay ſelfam now become a ſubzeR) I iefle regard their 
ries,& divinations, for that I dayly ſce, that thermaſelves doe 

not 
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not tore-(ce their own diſaſters & calamiryes,torſomuch as 
divers among them have not had fo auſpicious fates as they 
could have wiſhed, TRmg not the $kill ro fore-rell the 
ſame. And albeit I am dayly fore-warned by my friends, to 
lookecaretully unto my fel & ro be upon my Keeping, leſt 
ſuch as arecd iny deftiny, be alſorhe Procurers of my deſti- 
ny; yer thelefle diligence do Iufe therein : for that I have 
learned, Nsfs D ominus cuſtodierit cooratem fraſtrs vigulant qui 
cuſtedit ea. Plal. 126. nlefſc our Lord preſerve the City, he 


watcheth in vaine who keeps the farne, And as a greatPrince 
in our time,(upon the of Herry 3. of France ) being 


moved by his Councell,co rake unto himſelf a guard for the 
greater ſecurity of his perſon, anfwered; Bien eſta guardado 
«quien Dios guarda: He is well guarded whom God pro- 
tefts. Almighty God of his mfinit wercy grant (whar fate 
ſoever befall me )that I may live & dye his (ervant, and the 
ſameI wiſh unto my greateſt adv cs. And forfomuch 
as l am arrived (fince I writ this book ) unto the yeares of

ftrange, chat a generall canon & law of the Church, 'in ſome 
parts of the Church be received, in others not. Forſomuch 
as the Canon it ſclf tels us,thar a Law may looſe his ſtrength 
and force of binding three manner of wayes. 

Firſt, where the ſame was never approved or reccived:Be- 
cauſe (faith the Law ) Leges inſtitumwnur, cum promulgentuy,; 
confirmantur dam approbautur.gQAiſt.in iſt v.yroxi Lawes are 
then ordayned, when they are publiſhed ; but confirmed 
when they are approved.

Now then ſay, That cauſes meetely Civill, as Debrs, In- 
heritances, Pawnes, Morgages, Lcaſes, Rents, Annuities,Pen- 
Gene Parent Sebomd the like ; ſo often as Prieſts and 
Clergy-men were to be Defendants-in all times, as well un- 
der the government of the Saxon, as Norman Kings, were 
determinable by the Commorslaw, & never in any Ecclefi- 
aſticall Court at all.So as it ſeemes unto me; that law of the 
Church was cither never received , which-intheſe Civilla- 
ftions, drawes the plea-ufiro the Court-of rhe Ordinary, 
(which I rather believe.) Or if it were'atany time in 0ob- 
ſervance,by cuſtome beyond all memory, it was abrogated, 
Neither nced we ſo muchto'marvaile heerear,fince it is the 
common opinion of Divines,that the exemprion ofClergy- 
men,as well in reſpe of thar perſons, as their goods, from 
{zcular tribunalls, was at the firſt introduced by humane, & 
not divine law.So S,Oreg. lib. 1 x .epif.5 4.doth no otherwiſe 
prove,that aPricſt ought not ro be impleaded before a tem- 
, Iudge,but becauſe 1»#inian the Emperour had ſo or-

Bra within Kingdomes of England & Ireland : I 
lay,it is their parts by examples of Caſes pleaded, of Iudg- 
mcats,& Sentences,ia ſuch & ſuch Ecclehiaſticall Courts of 
Biſhops,or their Vicar Generalls, or their Chancellours, to 
thew out of ſame 'auncient Records of the afore-named 
Courts & Tribunals, whet may make for the contimation 
of their cauſe, which I aſſure my ſelf they ball never be able 
to doe; no not lomuch as to afford us one onely preſident, 
though nothing be more common in the Common-law, 
thea Bi ;cſts,&c. convented in the tem 
rall Courts,in Civill cauſes, everin the beſt & moſt Cat 
lick times,nolefle thenat this day. Henceare thoſe Writs 
oft Cours unto the Dioczſan Biſhops, venire fa- 
cies (lericwmas allo the Writs of Prohibition unto Eccle- 
ialkicall Iudges,as ancient as our common-lawit ſelf, which 
likeunto Adeciebifedeck,, knowes neither father nor mother.

For which cauſe Excommuni- 
cation the firſt & ſharpeſt of all the cenſures,is called Awcro 
Epiſcopi,the Bilhops ſword . Now if the Biſhop will ay 
with S.Petey. Ecce dag gladg behold two ſwords, It muſt be 
knowne from ln hath chat other , his owne being 
ſpirituall, and it is acknowledged by Divines that hee bor- 
rowethitfrom the civill Magi , from Princes & Tem» - 
porall Governours , who as good childrea of the Church, 
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were caduced to grant this temporall aſſiſtance , onely ia 
ſome caſes,unto the Paſtor,for the berter government of his 
flocke in his Spirituall regiment. And to it came topaſſe 
that priſons were allowed unto Biſhops, wherein not on- 
ly to detaineybur alſo to chaſtiſe Hererickes, Simoniſts,Blaſ- 
phemers, prophaners of the Sacraments,vow breakers,con- 
temaers of the faſts of the Church,& Holy-dayes, violators 
of Ecclcfiaſticall cenſures, and the like,as alſo for faults nor 
of ſo bad anore,to inflit pecuniary mul&s & hincs at their 
diſcretion, yet wee finde not that Biſhops or Prelats (who 
bclades their ſpirituall juriſdiftioare not temporall Princes, 
cither in whole, or in part ) doe corporally puniſh, cither 
theft,or mnrders,or treaſons,or rapes,or blood-ſhed, with 
infinite other offences ; which-are dayly commirced in ll 
common-wealthes. So never doe we finde by any record or 
regiſter of any Ecclefiaſticall court. That in theſe Kingdomes 
either with cauſe,or without cauſe, it was permitted by the 
Church unto Archbiſhops,or Biſhops, or ever did they ex- 
_ the paine of baile ber out of their pee 
or Dioceſles. It being a power meecrely rempora Re- 
gall, & never committed unto them, no more then puniſh- 
ments of death, loſſe of lim, forfeyture of houſe, & land,&c. 
Nay if ir be law which Sir Edward Cooke reports in his 
comment upon Littleton lib, 2. cap. Villinage Jef. 200, Ko 
ſubje& may be baniſhed out of the Kingdome , but by Par- 
liament authority,for what cauſe or crime ſoever. Shall then 
our Archbiſhop who borrowes his temporall power, & ju- 
ri{di&ion,from the King,afſume the like authority? But to 
this it will be ſaid, That the Archbiſhop onely exiles out of 
his Dioceſle, or at the moſt out of his Province,not out_of 
the whole land.- To which 1 anſwere, but in caſe the foure 
Archbiſhops of this Kingdorze ſhould agree ( as within 
theſe xe yeeres,rthree of them at orie time were gray Fry- 
ars)to baniſh a man each otieout of his Province, 1s He nor 
then baniſhed the whole Kingdome of Irclhand ? and with 
kfle difficulty might this be done in Fngland, where wee 


have 


have only two Provinces,& two Archbiſhops, Canterbury, 
and Yorke. And (Itrow) it is no hard matter for two to a- 
gree. But that which is moſt ſtrange, & not to be belicved, 
were it not that it was done in the hearing of many witneſ- 
ſes,& in this Citty of Dublin againlt parties livingzand who 
at this day remaine in this Citty, (albeit I ſpare to name 
them.) I fay,ſo it was,& will be juſtified that this preſent 
Archbifhop FriatThomas Flemming alias Barnwell, did by 
ſentence baniſh out of his Dioceſſe,men of the Clergy,com- 
manding them under Cenſures within 15. dayes to depart 
the ſame: & being demanded wherein they had offended,or 
what they had committed deſerving ſuch puniſhment, He 
an{wered,that he knew no hurt by them, butthat he had no 
uſe of them, sIbeit verily he had uſe enough of them, had he 
bin pleaſed to make uſe of rhem, for they were of the moſt 
leamed men of his Dioceſle. And whom a vertuous Prelat 
would have eſteemelJas his own eyes,& much lefle have ba» 
niſhed.But ſo the times are, that learning, vertue, and good 
breeding,re (o farre from being ſtayres to honour and pre- 
ferment,as nothing can ſooner (with this Ordinary ) work 
his —_—_— dejeRion & utter over-throw : well then; 
the Archbiſhop ſtands ſtiffe in this doArine: That he can -d 
natum, & 4d libitum, baniſh any Prieſt out of his diſtri; 
whichdofrine were it true, what man (I pray you) would 
take upon him the vocation ofa Clergy-man,or of a Secular 
Prieſt, knowing that ever after he muſt be a perpetuall ave 
to humour his Ordinary, orelſe not to live im the Church: 
for what one Biſhop can doe,another may doe. And a Priclt 
by this meanes may be banifhed out of all Chriſtendome; 
when as a Miller,or a Baker,or a Porter, will aske never a Bi- 
ſhop 1n the land leave ro dwell in his Diacefle. Somuch do 
our ſacred Orders help us, as rather they help to undoe us! 
Says not this todominars in (lernm, to tyrannize over the 
Clergy? Is not this ro-encroach upon Regall authority ? Is 
not this to confound all lawes both of Church & Common- 
wealth ? Wherefore for my part I allow very well of that 
| K Prieſt, 
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Prieft,my deare friend & Countrey-man, who being com- 

manded above two yeares agoe by the aforclaid Tho. Flems- 
mizg alias Barmwel, to depart his Dioceſe , alledging no 
caulc againſt him: He anſwered, My Zord,t will nov baniſh 
you the Dioceſle, neither ſhall you me; for ſolong as che 
King & the Stateare pleaſed ro permit me, will heese mjoy 
the toure Elements , & if any giveme a picce of bread, or a 
nights lodging,I will take it,$ be thankfull for the ſame; & 
ſo laying, me thought he ſpake as my lelf would have done 
in thelikecale. Neither by this do I intend todeny Exile 
ro bea canonicall puniſhment, but not uſed cither by Eccle= 
liaſticall or Civill Magiſtrates intheſe Kingdomes, nor yet 
any-whereelſc, without ſome great & haynous offence. 16.

And now | will conclude this point with the concluſion 
of that Speech which my ſelf latcly made inapublick audi= 
ence,as followeth. 

Let me alſo fignifie unto you, That none of you preſume 
or ſeck to maintaine T ho. Flemming alias Barnwell, Archb.& 
a Friar of the Order of S.Francs,in his late uſurped authori« 
ty of Exile,or baniſhment, wherein he takes upon him.only 
at his pleaſure,& at his will,0- i«dift4 cauſ4,ro bamſhand 
throw out of his Dioceſſe any perſon whatſoever, cither 
of the Clergy,orLaity,which doQtrin he hath both publick- 
ly taught,asalſo of late-pra&iſed on divers perſons, to the 
great diſturbance both ofthe Church & Common» wealth: 
Itbeing a mcere uſurpation, contrary unto the Canons and 
theancient ſtatutes ot this Kingdome. And therfore 1t con- 
cernes us all(a ſubze&s)ro maintaineour King in his 
Rightzagainſtall innovation whatſoever ; for in ſo doing 
we ſhallfulfilltho conimaund & will of our Saviour,faying;

BBy Rucly if our Archbiſhop had bin fo tender 
I? over his fiock,& fo carcfull of their ſoules, 
as in thishis Excommunication is preten- 
ded, knowing , that as it 1s the part of a 
SF 200d Paltour,to feed the people committed 

"  untohischarge, with wholſome dotrine,& 

the food of the Sacraments ; io alſo to chaſe away the 
Woltes, eſpecially thoſe Wolfes which our Saviour fore- 
told,ſhould come in Sheepescloathing, which are the moſt 
dangerous Wolves of all other. I fay,had theſe twopoints 
bin well conlidered of,by our Paſtour, he doubtleſſe would 
have bin more diligenc & frequent ih his Sermons and ex- 
borrations unto the people , as in perſwadirg them unto 
good life,8& obſervance of Gods Commandements, ( a do- 
Arin very neceſlary ) ſo1n their faith confirming them a- 
gain(t all crempeſts of perſecution which may ariſe. If happi- 
ly bealledge 10 omilion ofthis duty , That he leaves the 
charge of that office to his Pariſh Prieſts, & to his Fryars.

So after him the Apoſtles,to whom Biſhops ſucceed,they 
declare that this was their Office. The Apoltle 1.Cor.g. Ve 
mbz fi non evangelizavero,\V oe unto mezif 1 doe not preach 
the Goſpell, And admoniſhing T «morby a Biſhop , he ſaith: 
Pradica verbum, inſta opportune, importwne, ar gue, obſecra, ine 
crepa,in onmi patientia,& deftrina,r Tim,3.Preach the Word, 
be inſtant in ſcaſon and out of ſeaſon, convince, beſeech, re- 
proove,in all patience & doQrine. Such was the praftiſe of 
$,lehn the Apoſtle ; who frequented the Pulpit in his de- 
crepit yeeres,as witneſſeth $. Hierow in the third Booke of 
his Commentaryes upon the Epiſtie unto the Galathians. 
And the fame the 4.Counccll of Carthage declared, teaching 
that a Biſhop ſhould attend unto Prayer,to reading, & to the 
preaching of the Word of Gad. To which $. Gregory accor- 
dethg{sb, 2. Epift.39. Epiſcops eſt de predicationss meniſterio 66- 
Litare: Itis a Biſhops part to thinke of the miniſtery of 
preaching. And ſo it ſcemes that our auncient Biſhops.did 
very well underſtand the ſame for many ages together. Por- 
ſorauch as moſt of the wrigipgs of S. Cyprian, S. Arbaraſin, 
$. Baſil, S.Nazianzen,s. CMjobeme, So tmbs oſe, S.Cyril,;S. 
Auguſtinns, S. Maxine, S.Lee, S.Gregory, and othcrs, 
werenothing elſe bur Sermons preached unto the people.

And if our Biſhops in 
thete dayes were not bound to preach, wherefore doth the 
late Councell of Trent tell us, that among all Epilcopall du- 
ties the ojlice of Preaching is the chiefe?Seſſi5.0& 24. 

Bur our Biſhop will happily ſay, That his talent is not iu 
preaching , makings of Sermons. To which (1 fay) 
though he be nor able to preach and make a formall' Ser- 
mon,arleaſt, why (as occaſion offereth it ſelfe) doth he not 
inſome ſhorr' exhortations move the people to good life, 
ſetting before their eyes the reward of vertue, & the defor- 
ny of vice, as alſo its puniſhments:or at leaſt, why teach- 
eth he not the Chriſtian doctrine, which in truth is the beſt” 
Kinde of preaching, and moſt neccflary in this kingdome of 
allother, where ſuch ignorance raigneth; among the com- 
mon people,that if every haire of our heads, were preachers 
or teachers of the Catechiſmezit were little enough?But and 
if our Archbiſhop, bee not cither able , or not willing to 
preachi,& to feede his flocke,with the ſpiritual food of the 
word, wherefore then did be condiſcend to. accept of a Bi- 
ſhopricke , knowing himſelfe fo unmeet for the ſame ? or” 
what account willhe give up to the Prince of Sheepheards, 
when'it ſhall be required at his hands ? Happily they may 
havecnoug hto doe,to anſwer for themſclves. He layes the 


burden upon their neckes , they will ſay they were bur aſſi--, 
ſtants untorhim:Now as that learned Cardinall faith, nox ad--.

of their owne bellics,among religious Orders, who in beg- 
ging from houſe to houſe can publiſh the benefit of the cord, 
the Roſary,the habit,& the Scapulare, & tell you a long ſto- 
ry of the myracles of S. Francs, & can frame many a tale,and 
many a lewd lye of the pariſh Prieſt, to bring the people our 
of love with their Paſtour , whereby the water may run 
more freely unto their owne mills. But the healthtull do- 
Qrine, the bleſſed life, the ſweet example, the 1d10us 
myracles of our Saviour & Redeemer of the world, in the 
Goſpellare little raughr , or infilted _ + Witneſſe thoſe 
laces & parts of the country which the Fryarsdoe cheifly 
nt. Examine the people,& the penitents of thoſe Friars, 
in the miſtery of the Trinity,the incarnation of our Saviour, 
the articles of their creed , theuſe of the Sacraments: you 
ſhall finde them ſo defective, as they ſcarce deſerve the 
name of Catechnmens. Not one of ten of them knowing 
wherefore they were bapriſed , what they adore in the Eu- 
chariſt,or wherfore they goe to Confeſſion . Nay if you de- 
maund which are the perſons of the bleſſed Trinity, they 
will be more ready to xell you our bleſſed Lady, S. Patricks, 
and $. Bride, then cither Father,Sowne,or Holy Ghoſt, more 
ignorant then thoſe of whom S. Pa#/ſpeaketh At.1g. who 
being aſked whether they had received the Holy Ghoſt, an- 
ſwered: Sed neg, fo fpiruus ſanta eſt andivimus. Nay wee 
have not yet heard whether there bee a Holy Ghoſt, orno. 
And wherefore is all this ? but that the doctrine neceſſary 
unto falvation,is not ſoneceſary forthe Friars maintenance; 
For whether is it more caſie to ſay with $, Paw/, Operamint 
ſalutem veſtram cum timore & tremore,Ephe(.6. Worke out 
your falyation withfearc & trembling: then with the Car- 
inclite to ſay, Take the Scapulare, and thou ſhalt never be 
damned.Or whether is the dofArine of our Saviour more 
calic; Qui perſeveraverit nſq, in finem hic ſalons crit , He that 


pericycreth unto the end hc ſhall be ſavedzor to fay with the 
Corde- 
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Cordilier,faſt but ſuch a aturday & thou ſhalt never die an 
evill death : beſides many other dodrines of like nature, 
which walke in darkeneſſe: witnefſe thoſe Amulcts, prayers, 
and verſes hanging about the neckes of the poore deluded 
people,men,women & children,in which more trult & con- 
tidence 15repoſed , then may ſtand with the purity & inte- 
grity of our faith . But if theſe good people thus raught 
thould againe feed with the like t00J of their bodies thoſe 
their teachers,& in place of wholeſome meat, ſhould ſer be- . 
fore themſome inking carrion;ia place of butter & cheeſe, 
ſhould give thema lumpe of Tallow, and for good bread,of 
Wheat, Rye, Oates, &c» ſhould preſent them with a loafe 
made of brary, andbeane huſkes, verily the Friar limicour 
would ſet his marke upon them,if not his curſe-and the fay- 
ry folke (ifany ſuch be) ſhould ſooner haunt thoſe houſes, 
then either Monke or Friar. Something 
I may remember fince in England before the comming being heere

Now 4n this Kingdome of Ireland what I have not onely 
ſcene,bur felt,it remaines further to declare.For about ſome 
18.yceres agoc,you may well remember with me, that the 
Monkes & the Friars being then but weake, & (as it werc ) 
in the cradle, the good Catholicke people were ruled both 
in the divine office of the Church , as alſo in direRtion of 
their conſciences wholly by the Prieſts of rhe Clergy their 
Paſtours. Then was there ſuch devotion & piety in the ſer- 
vice of God, ſuch frequenting the Sacraments , ſuch love a- 
mong neighbours, ſuch feare of offence and wrong doing , 
as it might truly be ſaid of thoſe golden'dayes :

when he will.So as now down mult the Oke, & up mult the 


Bryar,under whoſe proteQion the ſheep betaking himſelfe 
for ſhelter and proteRion inevery ſtorme,his fleece ſhall be 
well pulled, & his sKin (urely ſcratched for his paines, as we 
dayly ſec, & in part already bave ſer downe. Bur the Prefſe 
calls ſo faſt upon me, as 1 can hardly with equall paces keep

my {clf apon this ent, Onely I will conclude ir with 
the - aying of that holy & learned Prelat Peter Camus, Biſhop 
of Bellay in his Petrenilla: That it is an admirable thing to (ee, 
that fuch as governe the people will not take charge wy & 
ſuch as have charge of them, are anſwerablo for them,can not 
have the gevernment of them, So he.
